-It is bad for the 
Minister, since hz knows that pressure 
by the Whips will always enable him to 
get his way. It ds destructive of the 
morale of the House, since it makes every, 
question one of party prestige. and leaves 
the Opposition compelled to fight over 
ground which, when fully known, would 
he found in {tact to be territory about 
much of which there was agreement.” 


Both reports advocate the devolution 
of Parliamentary work on Departmental 
Commitiées,. ‘representative of the 
different parties proportiodately.

‘SUBMARINE DISTURBANCE OFF 
BORNEO COAST. : 


What was evidently a submarine dis 
turbance of ‘an unusual nature was

wages when entering U.S. employment. 

In any event, hawever,: the offer to 
share net profits on’ the basis referred to 
ahove is the outcome of. generous im- 
pluse, und it might have been: imagined 
that it would have been received hy sea- 
men in the right spirit. Tt is” certainly 
an innovation which if followed. by 
other shipowners, would effect a vast 
change in the conditions of sea’ service. 
Shipowners genernlly will, perhaps, he 
inclined to think that the idea under- 
lying this profit: “sharing project is some- 
what Utopian, and it iveasy to see that 
difficulties might warise in) determining 
:the amount of profits to be shared by the 
crews of ships operated on this plan. 


CRITICISED BY MEN’S UNIONS. 


Inquiries which have been. made in 
Norwegian shipowning’ and trade union 
circles suggest, however, that the idea of
